These pat tag** at* taken from Mr. 
Atkiaaon'* book, and they marl cartful cir- 
camapactinu and cautious foresight in that 
dittioguuheJ *lxtetman, who is shown in 
that book to hava entertained great doubts 
of applying free Irade principle* or eny 
Anther relaxation of the Corn -laws in the 
system of property and indu*trv, and tax- 
ation eiiettag in England. The mibiattra 
eouid not hate known, thoroughly studied, 
and earefoJIy weighed their m (liter 1 1 de- 
liberate opinions, which they ought to 
have done, or they would not hare pro- 
ceeded to legislate on what they assumed 
to be hit, without deigning a fait and 
iorettianttren when thoee o pi- 
others would hate been brought 
tiderstion. For the wsnt of tak- 
ing thit wise and prudent course, we at* 
the melancholy and humiliatory exhibition 
they are compelled to make in the present 
session of parliament. What that exhi- 
bition ia x tew eircumiunce* will illus- 
trate. 

We perceive, in the whole lenour of what 
baa been uttered by Sir Robert Peel on 
th* subject, during the present session, 
a manifestation that he has, for s longer 
or shorter period at least, ranged himself 
ova th* aid* of protection [ and if wlist he 
hex said wen not accompanied with x 
general repetition of attachment to the 
earn* principles which have proved so 
fraught with ruin for a quarter of a cen- 
tury, U would to the duty of all to repot* 
confidence in his intention to protect the 
industry of the eounlri in futuie. Alto- 
gether the tone stands iu remaiknhlt con- 
trast with the high expectation* and con- 
fident prediction) of IS-tJ, and makes Mr. 
Oladstons's boast of the changes of thai 
year, " indicating a comprehensive pur- 
pose,"— that ia to aay, the meaturet of 
1842 indicating a further comprehensive 
purpose — absolutely absurd ; for the mi- 
nister himself studiously declares that he 
ha* no further purpose In accomplish in 
the tame court*. Then then is Lord 
Abeedaea'* sensible letter of June 28th, 
1 843, to Lord Westmoreland, touching 
th* hostile proceedings of the Zollverein, 
from which We extract the following para- 
graph, showing disappointment and mor- 
tification, and xlmoit threatening re- 
prisal : — 

"Her Majesty's Government, relying 
on the language recently used by th* 
PruaiLia Government, upon the subject of 
certain additional duties which it was re- 
potted were la to impoeed hy the Uerrnta 
League upon manufactures' of iron end 
atoll, art willing to give c red* nee to th* 
report referred torn these communications. 
Jf. however, their expectations should be 
disappointed, it will to with deep regret 
thai tliey will learn the intention of Prussia 
to adopt measures to opposite to the en- 
aghteoed principles whkh the hta con- 
stantly professed.

their deaire to extend and im prove their 
commsmial intcmnune with all nations. 
But if their endeavours in tbit respect 
meet with on reciprocity, and only lead to 
increased rettrictiona, it may thtn be abso- 
lutely necessary fbr the British Govern- 
ment to bat* recourse to retaliaf 
aurea, and even to revise thoae

But the most striking evidence of the 
altered tone of feeling, compared with th* 
eoundriiee of th* preceding session, it fur- 
nished by the proceedings touching th* 
watch- making company, which had been 
patronised hy the Board of Trade lealout- 
iy. The projectors toatted that they could 
sxskt a good watch, from (we believe) tlte 
raw material*, within one hour, and said 
ttoy had done no in the presence of th* 
officers of the Board of 'Trade. Hen was 
a splendid jewel to exhibit the triumph of 
cheapness and free trade. If there ever 
wat 1 thing tn illustrate the value of th* 
principle* to bbaooed forth in 1842, this 
was that thing. A BUI wu brought into 
I'arlitmeot to enable the Company to carry 
out their operations ; il wat with unflinch- 
ing consistency supported by speech end 
vote by Mr. Gladstone; no free-trader 
could, If to had a proper faith in bit prin- 
ciples to absent on the division, Th* 
Dons* divided, ayes 77, noes 154, reject- 
ing the BUI by that large majority. Wt 
could not find th* nnmti no thit division 
reported in any of the paper* except thai 
published by order ol the speaker ; and in 
that we see, betide* Mr. Gladstone, about 
four Government office -holder*, and only 
one Cabinet Minister, Sir E. Rnatcbbull. 
Oa I hit matter we received an excellent 
letter from a man of wealth and ability, a 
firm friend of th* administration, which 
wa wars petmttled to publish, but thill 
not do so farther than tto following sen-
